Largest Drawbridge in the World, Involv- 


Greater New York are under-going 

changes of immense importance. With- 
\ in the past week the new railway -draw- 
bridge crossing the Harlem River, the 
largest drawbridge in the world, has 
been opened. for traffic. 
revolution in the motive power of six 
surface railway lines, among the long- 
est and most important in the city, has 
been definitely decided upon. 
long and thorough examination, acom- 
mittee of experts, has reported favor- 
ably upon the plan for running elevated 
trains across the Brooklyn Bridge. 
Recent experiments with compressed 
air motors have been nighly satisfac- 
tory. 


Harlem

gineering everattempted in New York 
is brought into utility. 
taking involves the radical change of 
several miles of railway track over 
which all New Haven, Hudson River, 
and Harlem trains enter the city. It 
also involves the transformation of the 
upper portion of Park Avenue, a most 
important uptown thoroughfare. The 
nw roadbed extends from Mott Haven 
Junction (149th Street) to 106th Street 
and it has necessitated an outlay of 
over $3,000,000. This change is due 
primarily to an Act of Congress order- 
ing that all bridges crossing the Har- 
lem River, which is also the Harlem 
Ship Canal, shall be of sufficient height 
to permit of good sized tugs and barges 
passing beneath them. 


new line Jeaves the level of the old 
tracks, and upon a viaduct of alternate 
etone and steel, 
former grade crossings north of the 
Harlem River. 
tracks cross the largest drawbridge in 
the world and the only four-track draw- 
bridge in existence. 
entire bridge is 736 feet, the draw alone 
being 400 feet long and 61 feet wide. 
It is built of steel, 
weighs 2,500 tons. 
within the channel line leaving the en- 
tire width of the river clear except the 
space occupied by the Central pier. 
The floor of the bridge is high above 
the water, thus permitting smaller 
vessels to passunder it without open- 
ing the draw. As 350 trains pass over 
the bridge every twenty-four hours 
this feature is an important item. The 
entire cost of the structure, including 
the masonry approaches, is about 
$1,000,000. South of the bridge, the 
tracks, instead of entering the old cut 
and tunnel that sliced through Park 
Avenue, now )ass over an elevated 
steel viaduct some thirty feetabove the 
street level. 
tunnel and cut and two troublesome 
grades are entirely obviated, 
finally joining the old roadbed at 106th 
Street. 


avenue, undivided from curb to curb. 


lines. These contracts are the result 
‘of long experimenting. Municipal or- 
dinances have always forbidden the 
overhead trolley south of the Harlem 
River. Several years ago the Metro- 
politan Company put in a system of 
underground trolley-on 11s Lenox Ave- 
nue line. Objections were first en- 
countered, especially in winter, but re- 
cent inventions and appliances have re- 
moved all these drawbacks so that the 
system is today far more efficient and 
desirable than the overhead trolley. 
The. Company has experimented with 
several motors and it has the experi- 
ence of its broadway and other cable 
‘lines. It is convinced that the under- 
ground trolley is the best system for 
street railway service. Contracts for 
the engines and electrical machinery 
necessary to equip the Fourth and 
Madison, Sixth, Eighth, and Amster- 
dam Avenue and the Fifty-ninth Street 
Crosstown lines have just been signed. 
Regarding these improvements Presi- 
dent H. H. Vreland says: 

‘* The street construction will begin 
as soon as the weather becomes suf- 
ficiently settled to make it practicable. 
Unless we meet with unforseen hind- 
rances we expect to have all the lines 
in operation next fall. The fact that 
we have the Lenox Avenue under- 
ground road in actual operation has 
been of very’great service to us in se- 
curing the necessary consents of prop- 
erty owners. This system has certain- 
ly given satisfaction to the residents 
along the line, and we have remedied 
minor defects from time to time un- 
til we are satisfied that the large ex- 
penditures necessary to improve. these 
longitudinal lines are fully warrented 
by the operation of our experimental 
line. The construction for operation 
by this system is much simpler than 
that of a cable road, as it is unneces- 
sary to make excavations for the in- 
numerable vaults and wheel pits re- 
quired by the cable.” 

A commission of expert bridge en- 
gineers has been éngaged for a long 
time in making careful investigations 
relative to determining whether the 
Brooklyn Bridge can safely withstand 
the strain that would accrue from the 
running over it of elevated railway 
trains. The report rendered a few 
days ago is entirely favorable to the 
scheme. The engineers not only state 
that the plan would involve no strain 
or danger, but they heartily recom- 
mend it asa means of greatly in- 
creasing the facilities of the bridge and 
relieving the present congestion. There 
is a far deeper significance in the re- 
port than appears on the surface. It 
is likely to mean a consolidation of all 
the elevated railway systems in Brook- 
lyn and New York. It is probable 
that in the near future people may 
ride f.om the extremities of both cities 
for one fare and without changing 
cars. This will certainly become a 
reality when the new East River Bridge 
now building, is completed, but it is 
probable to be consummated long be- 
fore then. 

Experiments with the Hoadley com- 
pressed air motor, described in these 
columns some months ago, are con- 
stantly being carried on. A street car 
fitted with the motor recently ran over 
the Boulevard line to the complete sat- 
isfaction of the road’s managers and 
they have now about decided to place 
an order for several cars equipped with 
it. Air tanks under the car are charged 
with sufficient pressure to run the car

OX-TAIL SOUP. 

Two ox-tails are required for four 
quarts of water. Wash and cut up the 
ox-tails, separating them at the joints. 
Cut one onion fine and fry brown in one 
tablespoonful of beef dripping; then 
brown half the ox-tail in the same pan. 
Put the fried onion and ox-tail into a 
kettle with four quarts of cold water. 
Four cloves, four pepper-corns, and a 
tablespoonful mixed herbs may be tied 
in a thin cloth and put in the kettle. Add 
salt and siminer until the meat sepa- 
rates from the bones. Skim off the fat 
and strain. Add half acup of boiled bar- 
ley and a pint of onion, carrot, turnip 

’ and celery cut fine. Boil twenty minutes, 
seasoning to suit taste with salt and pep- 
per. 

I hope the girls will like the soup. Itis 
the best method I know for compounding 
it.

SHOULDER OF MUTTON, 

Cut off the neck and the breast chops 
from a forequarter of mutton. Remove 
shoulder blade carefully, and stuff the 
cavity as you would a turkey or chicken, 
Sew it up securely. Sprinkle with salt 
and dredge lightly with flour. A few 
bits of butter laid on the meat and halfa 
gill of water in the pan will give an 
early gravy for basting. Allow fifteen 
minutes to the pound for mutton in quite 
a hot oven. 

You will find this roast almost-as popu- 
lar as poultry and much cheaper. Serve 

BAKED POTATOES 
with it. If baked with the meat, pare 
them carefully, to avoid wastefulness. 
Lay the meat on a rack above the pan 
and place potatoes where the dripping 
will fall upon them. Bake until a beau- 
tiful brown and soft enough to pierce 
. easily with a fork. May be served on the 
sume dish with the meat.

ROLY-POLY PUDDING. 

A plain and wholesome crust may be 

made like biscuit crust, adding a little 

} more shortening and using less baking 
powder. Roll thin, spread with jam or 
any stewed fruit, Roll it up tightly, 
using a little, flour and water to stick 
the edges, Wrap in a pudding cloth 
wrung out in cold water, and dredged 
With flour. Tie securely, and steam or 
boil for an hour. Cut in slices as you 
would jelly-roll, and serve hot. 

You will find this dinner easy to pre- 
pare, and I will send you by same mail 
a receipt for making mutton stew. If 
you roast the shoulder Sunday, you can 
help ont the remains on Monday witha 
stew.

Occupying second place in the list of 
meats, mutton should be more common- 
ly used in the workingman’s household. 
Tf we knew its value as the Scotch know 
it, it wonld figure more often on the 
‘inner table. Either boiled or roasted, 
‘it is a wholesome, palatable meat, while 
broth made from mutton is very nour- 
ishing. ; : 

Of course, these good qualities are not 
to be found in poor mutton. In choosing 
mutton, be careful to select that which 
fis heavy and large, with finely-grained, 
bright red flesh, and hard, white fat. 
Mutton properly dressed is split down 
the back like beef, and divided into fore 
and hind quarters. In lamb and mutton 
we are apt to think that only the hind 
quarter is desirable, but cheap good 
roasts may be had from the fore quarter. 
In fact, the fore quarter im decidedly 
more economical in a small family. A 
fore quarter of mutton, which consists 
of the shoulder, breast and neck, may 
be cut up to advantage. Trim off the 
neck and scraggy pieces to use as stew 
meat, or they may be carefully cooked 
for broth stock. Remove the shoulder 
blade, filling the cavity with a good 
stuffing, roll and skewer, and you will 
find a most enjoyable roast. 

The leg of either mutton or lamb its 
also an economical cut, there being so 
little bone, The caul or membrane fast- 
ened about the leg must be removed be- 
fore cooking. Mutton may be cooked 
slightly rare, but lamb, as well as all 
young meats, should be cooked thor- 
oughly. 

Veal, the least valuable of this sort of 
fresh meat, should be chosen with the 
greatest care. Many persons find it 
difficult to digest at any time, and poor 
veal is positively harmful. The flesh 
should be pink and firm, the fat white 
and clear, Too young veal will be of a 
bluish tint, and should not be used at all. 
If the flesh be whitish, the animal has 
been bled, and the meat will lack nutri- 
tion. The careful housekeeper examines 
her meat before buying, and it will be to 
her advantage to discriminate wisely in 
her selection.

A Notable Address. 

Gloucester, Feb. 15—By _ invita- 
tion of the commission now engaged 
in forming a newcity charter, Gamaliel 
Bradford of Boston presented his views 
ata public meeting uf the commission 
this afternoon. 

He favored placing all power in the 
hands of the mayor, not only in regard 
to appointments, but also to municipal 
expenditures, with a large single buard, 
who should advise the mayor, but 
should have no power to overrule his 
actions, ‘The mayor should appoint 
single heads of departments to assist 
him, and be elected annually. 

He also. favored giving the superin- 
tendent of schools full charge of the 
schools without any dictation from the 
school committee, and characterized 
the Boston school committee as the 
most absurd institution in the world. 


Called it Sharp Trick. 

Salem, Feb. 15.—The Salem school 
committee this evening virtually settled 
the geography question which has been 
pending two years. The committee on 
text books recommended the adoption 
of the Frye series, but was unable to se- 
cure a two-thirds vote necessary, 
although the eight members constitut- 
ing the minority were divided between 
the Rand & McNally and the Werner 
books.
